Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The IDS(s), filed 1/6/05, has/have been considered in full. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to because of the use of foreign language labels (see 
figure 1). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

5. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure.

It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided.

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The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title.

6. A substitute specification in proper idiomatic English and in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .52(a) and (b) is required. The substitute specification filed must be accompanied 
by a statement that it contains no new matter. 

7. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

9. Claims 43-84 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The disclosure as a whole is so poor that it is difficult to determine Applicant's 
invention. The use of non-conventional language and the generally poor quality of the

application makes it difficult, if not impossible, to understand. Applicant is advised 
against adding new matter. 



10. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

1 1 . Claims 43-84 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are replete with language which is vague and indefinite. The claims MUST 
be reviewed in their entirety for compliance. The following are examples of language 
which is vague and indefinite: 

Claim 43, "in particular" is indefinite since it is not clear if the language following is part 
of the claim. 

Claim 43, "packet" is indefinite since it is not clear what this requires. Review all claims. 
Claim 43, use of "assigned" is indefinite since it is not clear what this language requires. 
Claim 52, "in a same sense" is indefinite. This is inappropriate claim language. 
Claim 57, lines 4-5 are indefinite. 
Claim 61, "turning" is indefinite. 
Claim 68, "loading" is indefinite. 
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Claim 73, use of negative limitations should be avoided. Claims must recite what the 

invention is, not what it isn't. 

Claim 74, "concerned" is indefinite. 

Claim 75, "that is to say" is inappropriate claim language. 

Claim 76, "gear" is indefinite since it is not shown and it is not clear how a gear is 

integrated in the invention. Refer to all structure not shown as this renders the claim 

indefinite. 

Claim 77, "gears" is indefinite. 

Claim 78, "instead of is indefinite since this is a substitution. 

Claim 79, "free from control means" is indefinite since it is a negative limitation and the 
control means is not shown nor it is clear how an electric shifter can be free of control 
means. 

Claim 80, "packets" and "assigned" renders the claim indefinite since it is not clear what 
this language requires. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

12. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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13. Claims 43-84, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Nizschke et al. (6,318,211) [cited by Applicant]. 

Nizschke et al. shows the claimed subject matter where the front-mounted 
section of the transmission is provided with a manually actuated shifting device having 
gates for six forward gears and at least one reverse gear in which, during continuously 
increasing and decreasing speed sequences, alternatively accesses the two gears of 
the front-mounted group.
